I do  not  know 
any  one  thing  that  is  worth  more  to  us 
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preachers  in  these  parts.  The  onnly  re- 
gret is  that  we  can’t  get  more  to  attend  it. 
If  every  pastor  in  $100  miles  of  Hattiesburg 
would  attend  our  Instituteta  every  church 
in  this  section  would  feel  and  recognise 
the  blessed  effects  of  it.

The  tap-root  of  the  controversy 
was  'the  interpretation  of  the  ScriQtures, 
whether  ns  contended  nothing  ia  permiss- 
ible for  which  there  is  not  a command  or 
example,  or  whether  in  mntters  of  method 
we  arc  to  be  guided  by  a’  general  princi- 
ples, taking  care  always  not  to  violate  any 
principle  for  precept  of  the  New  Testament. 

Two  keener  minded  men  than  Gilbert 
Beebe  and  Alexander  Campbell,  heading 
the  two  wings  of  .the  army  of  attack  on 
missioiiHry  position,  did  not  live  in  thnt  day, 
They  divided  the  Baptists  just  about  in 
halve*.  They  had  an  enormous  advantage 
i-*  the  contention,  growing  out  of  prevail- 
ing conditions,  which  never  fell  to  any  other 
set  of  men  who  took  up  their  fundamen- 
tal proposition^  So  far  as  succeeding  is 
concerned,  they  failed  in  the  long  run.  Of 
'course,  the  Hnnlshell  wing  failed  because 
it  took  into  its  contention  the  anti-mission 
doctrine,  although  Daniel  Parker  would 
have  it  understoml  distinctly,  that  he  was 
not  opposed  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 
To  a charge  that  he  was  opposed  to  the 
spread  of  the  gospel,  he  replies  that  he 
would  l»e  pleased  at  the  spread  of  Imman- 
uel’s  Kingdom,  throughout  the  world,  but 
that  lie  would  wish  to  see  it  under  Hi*  di- 
rection, and  to  crown  Him  with  glory, 
which  he  Imlieves  is  not  the  case  in  the 
mission  plan. 

It  will  doubtless  surpisr  many  to  know 
that  the  original  Hardshells  did  not  declare 
outright  against  the  spread  of  the  goapsl. 
They  were  opposed  to  4‘ mission  plans.” 
and  that  was  Alexander  Campbell '■  conten- 
tion. too.  They  made  a terrific  fight  ami 
they  failed.  It  is  not  likely  those  w bona  re 
fighting  the  same  battle  ever  will  sneered 
any  lietter.  The  Hardshell*  are  almost 
extinct.  The  (’ampbell tie*,  have,  for  the 
main  part,  abandoned  the  fundamental  er- 
ror of  Alexander  Campbell  as  to  the  use 
of  mean*.  There  is  in  the  Southwest  a 
Hardshell-Campbellite  contingent,  called  in 
Texas.  “Finn  Foundationists.”  but  they  do 
not  represent  the  strength  of  the  Campbcll- 
itea,  though  they  do  represent  Alexander 
Campbell's  original  contention*.  ■

Alexander  Campbell  went  out  with  the  as- 
sumption, that  he  wns  a reformer,  and  that 
the  denomination  had  gone  wrong  and  need- 
ed to  he  brought  back  to  old  lines.  The 
Hardshells  codabored  with  him  as  far  ns 
matters  of  method  were  concerned.  How- 
ever. nothing  wns  done  for  issions,  except 
what  was  done  through  Conventions.  Asso- 
ciations and  Boards,  and  the  less  progres- 
sive and  less  liberal  part  of  the  denomina- 
tion veered  to  the  Cnmphellite-lTnrdshell 
side.  It  is  fair  to  state  that  in  general, 
the  less  progressive  part  of  the  denomina- 
tion swung  off  with  the  Campbellite-IInrd- 
shell  contention.  This  was  true  of  the  nar- 
ro«-  nnd  more  prejudiced  part  of  it.  nlso. 

The  spirit  of  opposition  became  exceed- 
ingly malevolent  and  intolerant.  In  0110 
of  the  ’associations  in  Georgia,  the  cultured 
and  spiritual  Dr.  Brantley  came  to  rep- 
resent missions.  There  was  a resolu- 
tion offered  that  he  be  heard.  The  motion 
wns  made  and  laid  on  the  table.  That 
motion  wns  amended  to  lay  it  under  the 
table,  and  then  one  brother  mnd.e  a motion 
to  put  Dr.  Brantley  under  the  table,  ana 
finally  waved  a club  over  his  head  with 
much  threatening.  The  missionaries  were 
everywhere  attacked  in  the*  most  vigorous 
manner  nnd  non-fellowship  wns  declared 
against  them. 

Beebe  makes  a strong  argument  from  his 
standpoint  ngainst  fellowshipping  with 
anyone  in  the  church,  who  would  affiliate 
with  any  of  the  so-called  missionary  socie- 
ties or  would  give  his  money  for  missions 
in  that  way.  The  contentious  rapidly 
spread.  By  a law  of  affinity,  the  mission- 
nrv  enterprise  everywhere  nligned  itself  with 
education.  Our  older  colleges  in  the 
Cnintcd  States  except  Brown  University, 
had  their  origin  in  the  missionary  spirit. 
This  led  the  Hardshells,  as  they  veered  off 
from  the  Cnmpbellites,  nnd  became  nnti- 
missinnnry,  to  oppose  colleges,  and  both 
Campbell  and  Beebe  violently  opposed  sem- 
inaries for  the  education  of  ministers. 
Beebe  speaks  of  seminary  students  as 
‘‘paupers  supported  in  idleness  at  theolog- 
ical seminaries.”  "Campbell-  was  not  less 
severe  in  his  denunciation  of  seminaries. 

Practically,  every*  point  in  the  methods 
of  opposition  in  that  day  have  been  repro- 
duced in  later  days,  with  varying  degrees 
of  strength.  It  Is  not  hard  to  recognize 
the  anti-seminary  feeling  in  much  of  the 
writings  of  the  brethren,  who  are  now  op- 
posing the  old  line  missionary  work.
